an entire volume, has been fixed upon ^s tht^roper 
scope for the present compilation, and for every 
future one of the same kind, which this publication 
may come to require. 

For an Index to a series, comparatively so small, 
of a Journal, distinguished rather for the selection, 
than for the number of its Articles, the plan of 
distributi^ the matter into Classes, or Branches of 
Literature, with^a separate alphabet to each class, 
'did not appear at all proper. Such an arrangement, 
however necessary in the case •of works tLat are 
more volumWious, .and of a,more miscellaneous de- 
scription, must have the elFect of occasioning 
some degree o£ distraction and delay in research ; 
and of rendering that access cii'cnitous,'^’hich ought 
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‘ to be direct. The simpler method has been here 
-adppicd, ‘Ux disposing thef references to every leading 
eubjeet, and to all incidental matter, under one ge- 
neral alphabet j care having been previously taken 
so to ijliversify those ceferences, as to indicate all 
contents by the various words "ihrough which 
they can possibly recur to the mSmory of the reader- 
Prefixed to this general a^ialytical summary will be 
found a separate Index of Books Reviewed, in which 
eabh is .designated under the principal w^d of fts 
titie^; and anothe)^ of Authors ReviefWed, eacli name 
being followed Hy an abstract of the title of the 
work, a»^iven in the Review itself. By consulting 
either df these, a still, more expeditious reference 
may be .had to the several Ailicles.
